News Release (Feb. 5/75) - The federal government is 
increasing its efforts to deal with the problems of 
alcohol abuse among native people. A new program, 
announced by Health and Welfare Minister Marc Lalonde 
and Indian Affairs Minister Judd Buchanan, will be a 
joint effort by the two departments to assist the 

Indian and Inuit people in fighting alcohol abuse 

and its harmful effects on health and on family and 
community life. Federal funds for the program in 

1975-76 and the two following fiscal years will be 

in excess of $3,000,000 yearly, compared to an amount 

of about $1,000,000 provided for native alcohol abuse 
activities in 1974-75. Under the program announced, 
native people will be invited to formulate projects, 
which they would mainly implement themselves, in the 
areas of prevention, treatment, rehabilitation and 
counselling. A National Advisory Board in Ottawa 

will provide guidance and direction to the program. 
Membership will comprise senior members of the two 
departments and representatives of national Indian 

and Inuit associations. Regional Advisory Boards will 

be set up on the same basis in each province and

POTATO PRODUCERS. 


News Release (Apr. 11/75) - Agriculture Minister Whelan AGRICULTURE 
announced further details on the federal government's plan 
to aid eastern Canada's potato farmers. The program, 
announced March 27, will pay eastern potato farmers 
$1.67 per hundredweight for Canada No. 1 potatoes sold 
on the fresh market after April 1, 1975. In addition, 
producers will receive the market price - whatever it may 
be. On March 31, 1975, the market price to producers was 
$1.10 per hundredweight. All producers in the eastern 
provinces - Ontario, Quebec, New Brunswick, Nova Scotia, 
Prince Edward Island and Newfoundland - will benefit 
under the special stabilization program. New Brunswick 
and P.E.I. producers will also be eligible for payments 
for livestock feed potatoes. Producers in N.B., where the 
only starch facilities are located, will also be eligible 
for starch payments. Producers selling uncontracted 
potatoes to processors on or after April 1, 1975, will 
receive, in addition to the processors' price, a federal 
subsidy of 77 cents per hundredweight. The total supply of 
potatoes in eastern Canada is larger than the total of all 
these markets,.- so the federal government will be paying 
to commercial producers $1.80 per hundredweight, basis 
Canada No. 1 grade, for the surplus potatoes at the end 
of the season. The overall maximum eligibility for 
producers for all elements of the program will be

Die CONUTS 10,000 hundredweight from April 1 to the close of the 
season. Another vital aim of the program is to provide 
equal opportunity to all producers to market their 
potatoes. An initial allocation of two carloads (1,100 
hundredweight) for table potatoes has therefore been 
made to all producers. This initial allocation will be 
adjusted as producers fill it. Growers must first make 
known their selling intentions to local provincial 

or federal agricultural officials, from whom application 
forms will soon be available. Proof of certification and 
sale will also be required by Agriculture Canada before 
payments will be made under the special program.
